Just now 
the dollar is fluctuating a little 
above S5 to the pound. 


There is a sentiment in some 


treasury 
quarters,

stronger position than •warranted 
by Britain's gold reserve but there 
is no indication that this govern- 
ment, once its two-billion dollar 
stabilization fund is in operation, 
will seek to change this ratio.

Davis, who was convicted after 
one jury had been unable to agree 
on his guilt or innocence, has al- 
ways maintained that his wife, 
Bertha, 
died 
either by her own 


hand or had been given the fatal 
dose accidentally in medicine. Mrs. 
Davis died in August. 1925, and 
Davis was charged with her mur- 
der in February. 1926. after he had 
married Mrs. Kate Ressler, a widow 
living near the Davises. 
At Davis' hearing last week, his 


seven children all appeared in his 
behalf and declared their belief in 
their father's innocence, repudiat- 
ing in some instances, their testi- 
mony which, in part, helped send 
him to the penitentiary. 
The pardon board declined 
to 


look favorably upon Maryott's plea 
that he acted in self defense when 
he shot Albee through the heart as 
the marshal sought to arrest him. 
The hearing last week produced 
considerable opposition from Osh- 
kosh people to Maryotfs release on 
the ground that on numerous o=- 
casione he had threatened persons 
with guns while he was intoxicated. 
The board also denied clemency 
to Edwin Keller, serving 13 years

cedars, 15 to 23 feet in height and 
five feet in diameter at the bottom, 
will be used to frame the 
monument at the west approach to a 
the capitol. 
The landscaping scheme also pro- 
vides for eight important groups of 
deciduous trees, between the build- 
ing and sidewalk, with the heaviest 
planting on the west and south 
sides, and the sparest on the north 
and east.

"It is the most advanced labor 
legislation in the world," declared

Goebbels before a/ gigantic labor 
mass meeting. 


Under the law, if a factory own- 
er or captain of industry is benev- 
olently inclined, workers may en- 
joy a patriarchal regime in which 
the employer and the government, 
working hand in hand, will give 
him 
all material comforts—and 
even spiritual diversion. 
The worker's freedom, however, 
will be banished forever. If he dis- 
obeys, fines or other penalties may 
be imposed. 


Right Strike Abolished. 


In addition, labor's time honored 
rights of striking to obtain better 
conditions and collective bargain- 
ing are abolished under the law as 
are lockouts on the part of the em- 
ployer. 
The law, designed to give 
the 
employer undisputed mastery over 
his employes, begins: 
"Within the shop an employer, as 
leader of the shop, the office em- 
ployes and laborers as his follow- 
ing, must work "jointly for the ad- 
vancement of the shop's purposes 
and for the common advantage of 
the people and the state. 
"The leader of the shop decides 
on all shop matters. He must look 
after the welfare of his followers. 
These must be faithful to him." 
The law contemplates abolishing 
the workmen's council for wages 
and tariff arbitration. Settlement 
of" all disputes will be left to the 
miative of the employer. 
Labor's one chance of voicing dis- 
pleasure 
or making its 
wants 
known to an employer is through 
a so-called confidential council of 
workers who will advise a boss on 
matters affecting his shop.

tablet, commemorating Bellevue as 
the first territorial capital of Ne- 
braska, was hung on the wall of the 
first Nebraska capitol in Bellevue 
Tuesday by the Nebraska society 
daughters of American Colonists.

A plea for internatonal disarm- 
ament as the most effective meaus 
of doing away with 
war, which 
stands as the major probem con- 
fronting attempts to model the 
world after "Utopia," was made bv 
Bishop Charles L. Mead of Kansas 
City. 
"Imgaine if you can, a 
world 
where men used to hide behind 
huge walls because they were 
afraid of other men within their 
own countries," Bishop Mead said, 
"and then look at the world today 
where men are weaponless them- 
selves. Nations refuse to progress 
along these lines, but I believe- it 
is more important that they should 
be made to advance in these ways 
than it is for the individual man. 
Why is it any more of a crime for 
a man to be carrying a dangerous 
weapon than it is for a nation to 
be secretly armed and waiting for 
another nation to be at a disad- 
vantage before attacking her?" 
The "idle rich" came in for a 
share of Bishop Mead's denuncia- 
tion of present day things as he 
looked to the future. He also spoke

Average Intelligence 
Counterfeiters 
Buy 


By ARTHUR BRISBANE 


During the war conscripted mil- 
lions were subjected to "intelligence 
tests," and you learned with anxiety 
that the adult American has an 
average intelligence of a 12-year- 
old child. 
Now, to cheer you, the bureau of 
education says that Is a mistake. 
Only about three million adult 
Americans have 12-year-old intelli- 
gence, not many more than enough 
to cover all those who think they 
understand money and know what 
the government ought to do about 
It.Forty million adult Americans 
have 17-year-old intelligence, 10 
millions average about 23-year-old 
intelligence. 


The question is: What is a 12- 
year-old intelligence? At the age of 
12, Newton probably knew more 
about mathematics, intuitively, than 
many modern teachers of "mathe- 
matics know. As for music, Mozart 
at the age of four played well, at 
seven he composed and gave con- 
certs at royal courts. 
There is no real intelligence 
standard, and as we are all only 
12,000 years from the late stone 
age, what we call "highest intelli- 
gence" will seem amusingly ignorant 
a few million years hence. 


Mr. Brodnax, of the United States 
secret service, reports great activity 
among manufacturers "of counter- 
feit money. They sell imitation 
money at 40 to 20 cents on the dol- 
lar, and many are distributing it. 
Detectives even found one lady with 
counterfeit bills hidden in her shoe. 
An intelligent counterfeiter selling 
dollars at 40 to 20 cents should 
tiurry and get rid of his stock be- 
fore Uncle Sam begins selling real 
dollars cheaper than the counter- 
feiter can manufacture and dis- 
inbute them. 


Roy Barton White, the branchy- 
cephalic head of the Western Union 
company and its 50,000 employes, 
says: "There can no longer be any 
doubt that the United States is on 
:he upgrade. Business is coming 
back with a bang." That is cheer- 
ful. 


England is worried about the 
president's gold plan.

The program, as proposed by 
Senator Reed, republican of Penn- 
sylvania, a World war major of 
artillery, was: 
1. Restoring all disabled veterans 
a the service connected rolls, who 
were on the rolls prior to passage 
of the economy ace. 
2. Restoring the old disability al- 
owances for veterans, actually dis- 
abled in line of duty. 
3. Hospitalization for all veterans, 
not dishonorably discharged, who 
are unable to pay for their own 
treatment. 
4. Enactment of a $15 monthly 
compensation for all widows and 
orphans of veterans. 
Reed offered it as an amendment 
a the independent offices appro- 
priation bill, thus insuring an early 
vote in the senate. The senate ap- 
propriations committee meanwhile 
began consideration of the meas- 
ure. It probably will be reported to 
the senate by the end of this week. 
The Reed plan was drafted orig- 
inally by the American Legion. 
"This is not a fight against the 
president*' said Reed.

2,000 ESTIMATED

Several Cities in Ruins; 


Thousands of Homes 


Are Destroyed.

U. S. BACK TAXES 
DRIVE LAUNCHED 


Scores of Agents in Wash- 


ington to Receive 
Morgenthau Orders. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17— CXP) — 


Scores of federal agents assembled 
in the capital today to receive Sec- 
retary Morgenthau's personal orders 
in the treasury's determined cam- 
paign to collect millions in back 
taxes owed the government. 


More than $800,000,000 was the 


figure mentioned by Morgenthau as 
the goal of his drive. His directions 
to speed collection of this needed 
revenue went to more than 150 in- 
ternal revenue collectors and agents 
gathered from every section of the 
country. 


Officials dclined to estimate the 
total results of their activities to 
date, but the month of November 
was cited as having returned about 
$3,500,000 in back taxes, for the 
best showing in the campaign to 
date. 


The great majority of the unpaid 
taxes claimed by the government 
were those levied on incomes. But 
estate taxes also had a part. 
Morgenthau's plan was a quota 


for each collection district and a 
"get ready, go" order to collectors 
to scale down this figure.

Despite concessions from even 
bitter opponents that the measure 
would pass, several republican sen- 
ators joined two former democratic 
treasury secretaries—Glass of Vir- 
ginia, and McAdoo of California— 
in raising the question 
behind 
closed doors yesterday. 


The senate group had Attorney 
General Cummings at work today 
preparing a written opinion on the 
validity of the proposal. The re- 
quest was made despite a previous 
report by Cummings to the presi- 
dent that the move was constitu- 
tional. 


The house, meanwhile, and trou- 
bles of its own. The row between 
its banking and coinage commit- 
tees as to which one should handle 
the Roosevelt bill reached the point 
where a house vote might become 
necessary for a decision. 


Another Point Armed. 
Expecting a comparatively early 
enactment of the devaluation meas- 
ure, administration followers today 
were arguing about another point— 
how soon thereafter 
would the 
president find it necessary to issue 
a proclamation taking part of the 
gold out of the dollar. 
One school argued that the pres- 
ident already had the setup which 
could achieve a 50 per cent devalu- 
ation through other means; that 
the current gold price of $34.45 an 
ounce already made the dollar a 60 
per cent one. 


These added that under these 
circumstances the statutory provi- 
sion that the dollar must contain 
23.22 grains of gold could be left 
unchanged for a time, and reduced 
only when the expected speculative 
price rise had spent itself. 


There were others, however, who 
held that the speculative rise was 
being felt now and that to continue 
the desired upward trend the earn- 
est possible change in the gold con- 
tent was needed. 
The arguers had no indication 


from the president himself as to 
when his proclamation would be is- 
sued, although he agreed at his 
Sunday night conference that a 
conference would be necessary to 
complete the desired revaluation. 
Athough the question of whether 
the repubican minority would op- 
pose the administration money bill 
as a group remained to be settled, 
there were added hints of opposi- 
tion from that side.

NATURAL BARRIERS. 


figures on corn loans in Nebraska furnish 


a surprise. To date, the state railway commis- 


sion's compilation shows but 12,908 certificates issued, 
19,332,000 bushels of corn under seal, and apparently 
$8,699,400 of benefits accruing to growers. 


The 1933 corn crop was in excess of 230 million 


bushels. 


On that basis, less than a tenth of it, _ therefore, 


has been "marketed" under the corn loan program. 
Even those figures do not disclose the true situation, 
inasmuch as a portion of the corn, an unrevealed 
amount, represented carry-over surpluses from other 
seasons. In some sections of. the state, particularly 
in the Elkhorn valley, traditionally a great corn 
^country, there was much of the grain in cribs before 
husking began last fall. 


The facts may be taken as evidence of the diffi- 


culties involved in getting the farm population to 
agree to a reduction program. It runs contrary to a 
very deep-seated natural instinct to take pride in 
producing, an ambition very easily understood and 
appreciated. And yet, Nebraska farmers have done 
much better in that respect than the farming popu- 
lations of other states. We Nebraskans may take a 
great deal of pride in what has been accomplished 
in a diversified farm program since 1920, and all of 
it was developed voluntarily through the intelligence 
and initiative of the farm people of this state. 


Nebraska no longer is a three-crop state. Its farm 


income has been augmented tremendously through 
the establishment of new farm activities. 
Commer- 


cial fruit raising has reached a high stage of de- 
velopment in the counties bordering along the Mis- 
souri river. Throughout the North Platte valley, and 
extending to portions of the central section, the sugar 
beet industry has become well established. In other 
western counties, a very considerable certified potato 
program has been in existence for more than twelve 
years. It was no coincidence that in three central 
Nebraska counties more than a million and a half 
acres of land were turned back to sweet clover in the 
last five years. And given the opportunity, the Ne- 
braska farmer will diversify his plans as much as 
nature will permit. 


The greatest obstacle to transferring land now de- 


voted to crops in which surpluses appear are natural 
factors, generally of climatic character. In the win- 
ter wheat belt, for example, it isnt choice, but ne- 
cessity bom of experience which impels the farmer 
to plant the bread grain, although he knows it is a 
drug on the market. He is certain of moisture in the 
fall, in the late days of August or September gen- 
erally, in sufficient quantities to permit him to put 
the seed in the ground, to germinate it, mnd to en- 
able it to obtain a sufficient growth to weather 
through the stagnant months of winter. Then when 
spring rains come, in most seasons he is certain of 
' some moisture to bring it through to maturity, either 
as a partial crop or a bumper yield, before the ex- 
treme 'heat and drouth natural during Julyxand Au- 
gust cuts it down. 


Too frequently it has been said that the wheat 


fanner was lazy, when to reality, he was adopting a 
program built upon the natural forces he had to 
meet. 


But the figures on corn loans, with six weeks yet 


to go before the limit fixed for receiving applications 
expires, are not so much out of line as might ap- 
pear on the surface. Normally. 28 per cent of the 
corn marketed to Nebraska is sold as a cash crop 
and the remainder converted into money through 
livestock operations. The conditions confronting both 
the cattle and the hog feeders are not conducive to 
extensive feeding. Perhaps it would be reasonable to 
anticipate a larger portion of the corn grown to 1933 
to be sold as a cash crop. But with a price more 
than three times what it was a year ago. the farmers 
without gcing through the formality of complying 
with the conditions attached to a loan are selling 
their corn, and the results may be seen in greatly to- 
creased bank deposits throughout the state. The 
farm program is entitled to credit for the higher 
prices. And the facts would seem to support the 
statement there is confidence among the 
fanning 


people that the prices will remain at least as high 
as they are or reach higher levels. Otherwise, we 
might anticipate a greater rush among the farmers 
to avail themselves of the opportunities of com 
loans. 


LINCOLN ACCIDENT COSTS. 


LINCOLN ranked above the average In the number 


of fatal automobile accidents for cities ot 100.- 


000 population to 1933. judging Irom the annual re- 
port of the National Safety Council. Twelve people 
lost their lives in automobile accidents in Lincoln last 
year and 356 persons were injured. Eight hundred 
twenty-one accidents were reported. 
, 


figures compiled by the National Safety Council 


show that several cities ol 100.000 population which 
have waged a systematic war on accidents have re- 
duced fatalities to 10 in 1933. Lincoln with an ap- 
proximate population of 80400 should, on this basis, 
be able to reduce the accident toll to nine automo- 
bile deaths. 


To some it may x*m that a coal of nine automo- 


bile fatalities is being spt for 2934. Thj? is not true. 
Everyone agree.* that automobile accidents should be 
reduced but the National Safety Council has found 
that accident; are not reduced by good intentions 
coupled with the adage. "Be Careful." Accidents in 
Lincoln will never be eliminated yet it is appaljine to 
think that people were tilled here last year in nod- 
dents which might have been avoided through care- 
ful traffic planning.

here. The point to be made is that automo-

automobile death, aside from the loss of precious life, 
represents a property loss of $50,000. This figure is 
drawn from the number of other accidents which are 
recorded with each fatal accident, insurance losses, 
doctor and hospital bills and loss ot time from work. 
With such calculations, accidents to Lincoln last 
year cost $600,000. 


The National Safety Council suggests a 
careful 


study of traffic as a means of reducing accidents. 
Too often, says the council's report, are traffic lights 
and signs erected to satisfy residents who think 
"there should be a stop sign on our corner." But the 
traffic survey alone will not reduce accidents. Con- 
clusions must be drawn from the survey and reme- 
dies made. 


Lincoln's police department keeps a record of ac- 


cidents and efforts are being made at present to 
study the location of accidents, their causes and pos- 
sible remedies. A traffic study is also being con- 
ducted with CWA funds which may help to bring the 
life and property toll to a minimum to 1934. 


POT SHOOTING ON HIGHWAYS. 


THE sheriff of Cass county is both glad and sorry 


over the episode of his shooting at a car which 


failed to stop on the road at his command the other 
evening, whose occupants happened to be a group of 
Plattsmouth musicians enroute to Omaha for a 
symphony concert, instead of the hit-and-run driver 
for whom the officer was looking. 


He is glad, and well he may be, that nobody was 


hit by the bullet which went through the rear wall 
of the automobile and hit the metal peg of a 'cello 
in the hands of a woman. And he is sorry that he 
fired at all. 


The sheriff, of course, was trying to perform his 


duty and had some ground for suspicion when the 
driver of the car went past him without obeying the 
command to halt. But he will realize now, 'as he 
probaby did not before, that this to itself is not suf- 
ficient justification for the use of a gun. The driv- 
er thought, quite naturally, that the man beside the 
road was a robber bent on holdup. It was a mutual 
mistake which came near resulting to a tragedy. 


There have been cases to Nebraska where innocent 


people lost their lives to occurrences of this kind. 
No one would have regretted more than the 
Cass 


county official if the missile from his revolver had 
killed or seriously injured one of his own neighbors. 
He will be thanking his lucky stars for a long while 
to come that this did not happen. Doubtless, too, he 
has already resolved never to take that kind of a 
chance again. 


What happened at the Platte river bridge north of 


Ashland is an object lesson on the need of a state 
police force to aid local officials to running down 
criminals, enforcing the laws, and -seeing that high- 
way regulations and speed rules are decently ob- 
served. The members of such a force should be uni- 
formed so that motorists can readily identify them 
as such. Then there would be no occasion for a 
driver to speed up when ordered to stop; but if he 
did so the patrol officers would be ready to pursue 
him, and if the fugitive car happened to be carry- 
tag & bandit crew they would be able to find it out 
before starting to shoot. 


The state sheriffs office is not equipped to fur- 


nish highway protection to the general public, but 
could be expanded .and converted tote an effective 
state constabulary, gome plan whereby such pro- 
tection can be given, without the accompaniment of 
a huge and costly political organization, will ulti- 
mately be adopted to this state.

With the visible supply of wheat having 


shown a steady decrease in recent weeks 
as a result of the milling demand, many 
operators believe the supply will drop be- 
low 100.000.000 bushels within a few weeks. 
The total last Saturday was 119.097.000 
bushels, a decrease of almost 29.000.000 
bushels from the September high. If the 
supply falls below 100.000.000 busehls It 
will be the first since July. 1929. that the 
total has fallen below that figure. 
Teh 
all-time high record of 236.323.000 bushels 
was set in August. 1931.

Uehling Banks Protest 


Luikart Opposition 
To Deposit Cuts. 


Refusal by State Bank Supt 
itiikart to approve any more bank 
reorganizations in Nebraska that 
call for a writedown of depositors' 


brought the officials of two 


state banks at Periling to Lincoln 
with their attorney 
Wednesday, 
protesting that this new attitude 
rould block plans for a merger of 
their institutions already partially 
arranged for under authority pre- 
viously given by ths department. 
Newspaper men were informed by 
J. B. Iradenburg of Omaha, the 
lawyer representing these groups, 
that a month or more ago they 
were advised by bank department 
officials to go ahead with the con- 
solidation project and obtain agree- 
ments from the depositors for a 
percentage reduction of their ac- 
counts.Says Depositors Approve. 
This has been done, Mr. Fraden- 


burg declared, and most of the de- 
positors in both banks have infor- 
mally consented to accept 50 per 
cent of the amounts due them; but 
the arrangement cannot be earned 
out with the head of the state 
banking department declining to 
approve it. 
Neither of the banks is in re- 
ceivership, but both havs been oper- 
ating under restrictions. The reor- 
ganization and merger were in- 
tended to re-establish them on a 
basis which would enable them to 
get back on a regular footing. 
Luikart said after a talk with the 
governor that he would stand pat 
on the rule against allowing any 
•further scaledown of deposits in 
state banks for the purposs of en- 
abling them to reopen for unre- 
stricted business. Unless stockhold- 
ers supply the funds necessary for 
that end, he indicated, such banks 
must be liquidated. Through RFC 
loans on their assets, Luikart sug- 
gested, more money can be ob- 
tained for the depositors than by 
surrendering part of their claims to 
effect reorganization. 


A somewhat similar situation to 
that at trebling has just been aired 
at NTalmo. 
In the delegation from the former 
place who called at the capitol 
Wednesday were John Knhn, pres- 
ident of the Logan Valley banks; 
Henry Von Seggern, president of the 
Farmers' State bank; and other of- 
ficials and directors of both insti- 
tutions.
